Presidential Possibilities. 

The Republicans who advanced 
their own presidential chances by 
elections to governorships were 
Thomas E. Dewey, winner in New 
York by an unexpected 600,000 
votes; John W. Bricker, re-elected

E. Stassen, re-elected in Minnesota 
by a commanding plurality, These 
men, together with Wendell L.

VICHY GIVING 35 SHIPS 
TO AXIS, BRITAIN SAYS 


Vessels Are Former Allied 
Merchantmen Held in. 
French Ports. 


LONDON, Nov. 4 (AP). — The 
Ministry of Economic Warfare as- 
serted today that the Vichy Gov- 
ernment was handing over 35 for- 
mer Allied merchantmen in, French 
Mediterranean ports to the Axis. 

The announcement said the 
ships totaled 120,000 tons and that 
13. of them are going to Germany 
and 22 to Italy, Three already 
have been taken to Genoa, the Min- 
istry reported, adding that so far 
as known they were the only ones 
actually to have reached the Axis. 

There have been previous re- 
ports that such transfers were 
shaping up, but the Ministry’s 
statement was the first such word 
from any of the United Nations’ 
governments. 

A British broadcast Oct. 28 said 
German authorities in Paris had 
told Pierre Laval, French Chief of 
Government, that he must sur- 
render all merchant ships, French 
or foreign, which were in France's 
ports. 

Reuters ,news agency said the 
Berlin radio broadcast a DNB dis- 
patch today that close attention 
was being paid in Berlin to “spe- 
cial ship movements in the harbor 
at Gibraltar.”

NLRB Order to ‘Em. 
ployer in Washington 


The United States Circuit Court 
‘of Appeals upheld today a decision 
by the National Labor Relations 


Board that tiff miners of Wash- 
ington County come under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act and are 
entitled to the right of collective 
bargaining. 
Finding of the appellate court, 
a vote of two to. one, estab- 
lishes legally the existence of em- 
ployer and employe relationships 
in the tiff fields and brings to a 
close litigation regarded by both 
operators and miners as a test 
case. a 
The court. ordered immediate 
compliance with the board’s order, 
directing R. A. Blount, operator of 
a 640-acre tiff tract near Rich- 
woods, to bargain, upon request, 
with the CIO International Union 
of Mine, Mill and Smelter Work- 
ers, Local 113. His appeal from 
an NLRB order last January led 
to its consideration by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Two to One Decision. , 
The opinion was written by Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Woodrough 
with e concurrence of Circuit 
Judge Archibald K. Gardner. Cir- 
cuit Judge Walter L, Riddick dis- 
sented. 
In upholding the Labor Board’s 
ruling, the Court held that the Na- 
tional Labor ‘Relations Act was not 
in conflict with State mining laws 
and that the tiff operators, in re- 
fusing collective bargaining, were 
in violation of Section 8 of the act. 
“Substantial evidence” existed, it 
stated, to show the existence of 
employer-employe relationships, re- 
sulting in the Court’s order of 
compliance. 
In dissenting, Judge Riddick 
stated that it was “not in evi- 
dence” that miners and tiff haulers 
were employes and that to con- 
sider them as such would require 
an interpretation of the National 
Labor Relations Act contrary” to 
its meaning. - 

Speculation on Future, 

The decision aroused renewed 
speculation in the tiff area as to 
whether hand mining would be 
supplanted by mechanized equip- 
ment, throwing hundreds of miners 
out of work. Observers, however, 
pointed oyt that this development 
would not manifest itself during 
wartime, largely because of 
the difficulty of obtaining equip- 
ment,

BOSTON, Nov. 4 (AP).—A ref- 
erendum suggesting a “democratic 
world government” has _ been 
adopted in Massachusetts in the 
first expression by a United States 
electorate concerning a possible 
union of nations. 

The question was on the ballot 
in approximately one third of the 
State’s representative districts. Re- 
turns today from about two thirds 
of that area showed 144,193 votes 
in favor; 47,851 against. 

The referendum asked whether 
the State Representatives should 
request the President and Con- 
gress “to call at the earliest pos- 
sible moment a convention of the 
representatives of all free peoples 
to frame a federal constitution 
under which they may unite in 
a democratic world government.”

jority, 84,649. Killoren, the only 
Republican in the group, had been 
indorsed by the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation by the heaviest majority 
in its preferential poll of members. 

Killoren, the first Judge to be 
appointed here by Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell under the provisions of 
the nonpartisan plan, led the rest 
of the judicia] ticket by from 9500 
to 36,000 votes. 

At the tail-end of the Circuit 
Judge list was William B. Flynn, 
who polled 99,488 affirmative votes 
and 50,666 negative ones, a major- 
ity of 48,822 to win re-election. 
Second and third from the bottom 
were the two Circuit Judges who 
were not indorsed by the Bar As- 
sociation, Joseph J. Ward getting 
102,259 “yes” votes for a majority 
of 53,196, and Michael J. Scott 
drawing 103,612 affirmative votes 
for a majority of 56,729. 

Arnold Second Highest. 

Circuit Judge Frances E. Wil- 
liams was re-elected 110,342 to 
38,979, a majority of 71,363, running 
not far behind Killoren. Third was 
Circuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley, 
110,112 to 38,958, a majority of 71,- 
154, and next in line Circuit Judge 
David J. Murphy, 104,010 to 45,101, 
a margin of 58,909. Probate Judge 
Glendy B. Arnold got more affirm- 
ative votes than any other local 
Judge except Killoren, polling 111,- 
260, a majority of 75,163 over his 
“no” votes. | 

In addition, St. Louis voters 
rolled up large majorities for the 
two Supreme Court Judges whose 
terms expired this year, Judges 
Ernest M. Tipton and C. A. Leedy 
Jr., both of whom were re-elected. 
In the city, Judge Tipton received 
105,601 votes of approval to 48,045 
against him, while Judge Leedy 
Was given 106,285 favorable votes 
to 44,091 unfavorable ones. 

Republican Opposition. 

The judicial ticket was re-elected 
despite a determined effort by a 
number of ‘Republican ward lead- 
ers opposing all except Killoren on 
strictly partisan grounds. Sample 
ballots gathered by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at polling places through- 
out the city yesterday showed that 
in about half of the city’s 28 wards 
Republican politicians were busy 
seeking the defeat of the Demo- 
cratic judicial incumbents. 

The partisan opposition was 
brazenly open in some instances. 
For example, the Twenty-seventh 
Ward Republican League Club dis- 
tributed sample ballots in that 
ward listing the judges and stat- 
ing underneath each, “Elected as 
a DEMOCRAT,” except in the case 
of Judge Killoren. All were 
scratched except Killoren.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP). — 


| United States Representative Ham- 


jiton Fish, non-interventionist be- 
fore Pearl Harbor and frequent 
critic of President Roosevelt's poli- 
cies, held firmly today to his con- 
gressional seat, despite the com- 
bined assault of the Democratic 
and American Labor parties and 
defection in Republican ranks. 

Complete unofficial returns in 
the President’s home district, the 
twenty-sixth, showed Fish polled 
48,752 votes to 44,691 for his op- 
ponent, Ferdinand Hoyt, Demo- 
cratic and American Labor party 
candidate. 

A committee of Independent Re- 
publicans, including A tus W. 
Bennett* whom 'Fish defeated in 
the primary, supported Hoyt. Both 
Republican Governor-elect Thomas 
E. Dewey and Wendell Willkie, the 
party’s nominee for President in 
1940, called for Fish’s defeat before 
the primary, but did not partici- 
pate in the inter-party battle. 

Although the President took no 
ective part in the district cam- 
paign, two high administration 
efficials, James V. Forresetal, Un- 
aersecretary of the Navy, and Rob- 
ert E. Patterson, Undersecretary of 
War, both residents of the district, 
urged that Fish be retired from 
the post he has held since 1920. 

Fish in a statement last night 
tharged that the campaign against 
him was “based on abuse and vili- 
fication.” 

“It was planned and organized 
for months by the Communists, 
Reds and leftwing New Dealers 
to impugn my character, patriot- 
ism and Americanism in order .-to 
Geceive the people and to purge me 
fro trying to keep American out of 
wr unless attacked, and for out- 
spoken opposition to the regimen- 
tation and collectivism of the 
New Deal and its Gestapo methods 
that threaten free government,” he 
said. 

In a message to Fish, Hoyt said, 
“I sincerely hope that you will now, 
as you have promised, gét behind 
the effort to win this war.” 

Fish is the ranking Republican 
member of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee.

HUS we have been taught by 

our own experience in the Phil- 
ippines that no matter how orderly 
and ‘how clearly scheduled the 
withdrawal of sovereignty, the 
freedom of weak peoples requires 
also the military guaranty of the 
independence which they are not 
able themselves alone to defend. 
The Philippines are a conclusive 
practical demonstration that free 
dom is a hollow mockery for weak 
peoples unless the orderly but 
scheduled abolition of the colonial 
system is accompanied by the es- 
tablishment of some kind of order-} 
ly and dependable system of col- 
lective security.

Where the French army left off 
in 1918 and was still sitting com- 
placently in May, 1940, the army 
of the Soviet Union merely began. 
It had serious handicaps, and its 
makers never had available that 
wealth of already perfected stra- 
tegical brains which Hitler found 
waiting for him in Germany. Nev- 
ertheless, the Russian army was 
evolved by men unhampered by 
orthodox strait jackets, and this 
alertness and adaptability is visible 
in the personalities of most offi- 
cers you meet at the front. 


Red Morale High. 


This Red, Army also fas soldiers 
—spelled with a capital S. And 
it has a very great fighting spirit. 
After 16 months of incessant and 
most terrible punishment, the 
length and depth of the Rzhev 
front testifies that: the morale of 
the men of Russia’s troops is still 
astonishingly high. From Norway 
to China, I have never seén sol- 


diers of stronger physique or finer 


fighting spirit. 


My remarks here will be con- 
fined to certain impressions and 
certain facts with which these 
days which I have lived with the 
Red Army have. provided me, 
These are in no sense the conclu- 
sions of a military expert, but 
simply the observations of one who 
perhaps has seen a fair share of 
the second World War in various 
places and therefore has some 
basis for comparison with Span- 
ish, Finnish, Norwegian, French, 
British, Greek, Chinese and Indian 
troops or armies. 

Some of the truly most striking 
things about the Red Army can 
easily be overlooked by people 
abroad. For instance, the Russian 
army today has good shoes and

Says the Farmer Does His Part. | 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RECENT letter from Florence Palm 

criticised the farmer by saying he 
is trying to lose the war instead of win- 
ning it. 

The farmers of the United States are 
doing their part and doing it well for the 
number employed on the farm, Let me 
illustrate. My brother is farming. His 
son and his son-in-law were drafted and 
went into the service last January, leav- 
ing only the brother to do all the chores 
and all the farming. From five adjoin- 
ing farms, 10 more boys were taken into 
the draft, 12 from the six farms. : 

A widow on one of these farms had 
three sons and two of them were draft- 
ed. The widow then bought a tractor 
by mortgaging her belongings so that the 
gon left at home could raise corn, hay, 
peas, potatoes, vegetables, etc., to do his 
part in providing food in keeping with 
the request of our Government. In a few 
weeks, this third son was notified that he, 
too, would have to go into training. Some 
20 or more of her neighbors went to the 
draft board and said that his going would 
not only prevent the production of these 
farm products, but would leave the aged 
widow alone and be the cause of her dis- 
posing of her farm or letting it lie idle. 
He is still at home farming. 

Another young farmer with a wife and 
two children was drafted and had to 
gell his horses, cattle, farm equipment 
(all he had) and send his wife and chil- 
dren to live with her parents for the 
duration, and go to the Army. 

As a result, farm products have de- 
eayed and are now decaying in the fields 
because there is no farm labor to be had 
to care for all the crops that have been 
raised this year. The farmers who are 
left in this community are old men. They 
begin work at 5 a. m. and work until 
after dark each day. They hauled their 
scrap into town and donated it. Some of 
their farm products have had to be sold 
for less than it cost to produce it. 

Those boys wanted to go into the Army 
and do their share of the fighting. They 
are all fine brave, young men. They are 
patriots and not .slackers in any sense 
of the word. Their parents wanted them 
to do their part and they are doing it. 
These parents, ranging in age from 50 
to 70 years, are glad to assume the farm 
responsibilities. Compare the farm 
group with any other group and you will 
find that they are using their weapons 
. just as effectively as any other group 
to win this war. However, unless more 
help can be had on our farms in 1943, 
there will of necessity be a food short- 
age by 1944. A. H. ABBOTT.

ers of the last war was the service 
football teams. I cannot understand 
why these havens for able-bodied seek- 
ers of soft, safe jobs should be con- 
tinued in this war. 

In the last war during the time I was 
@ seaman, I was attached to the guard 
battalion on the torpedo station. While 
not walking a post in sub-zero weather, 
we were drilling, unloading barges or 
anything else to keep us busy and aver- 
aged four to five hours’ sleep a night. 

On the same station was the football 
team consisting of stars such as Charlie 
Barrett of Cornell, Cupid Black of Yale 
and others. They were quartered in a 
warm loft and, so far as we could find 
out, did nothing but eat and have a good 
time ashore. This was interrupted by 
an occasional game that generally was 
a pushover for them. Later either the 
men became ashamed of themselves or 
the Navy Department did, for most of 
them entered ensign school and, so far 
as I know, the team was discontinued. 

In any case, the men doing their regu- 
lar Navy job were burned up every time 
they thought of the football crowd, I 
feel certain the boys with the fleet in 
this war have anything but a friendly 
feeling toward the present crop of play- 
ers. The latter do not even play before 
the men on their own stations, but use 
up valuable train sp&ce to get to games 
such as the one with the University of 
Missouri in St. Louis.

‘For Drafting All Men. 

Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
INCE we are all in this war to win 
because we are Americans, why not 
broaden the draft question instead of 
concentrating on the 18- and 19-year- 
olds? They have no voice or choice. 
They simply have to go. Every man, 
married or single, should have to take 
or else march to 
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tory. While control of the ouse of : 
sentatives is still in doubt, the Republicans have 
made sweeping inroads into the huge Democratic 
majority. They have gained Senate seats, gained 
governorships and in some states have made a 
clean sweep of all state offices. Dewey’s smashing 
‘victory in New York leaves no doubt that he would 
have beaten Senator’ Mead, the President's choice, 
as well as Bennett, Farley's man. The ex-racket 
buster must have dreamed last night of 1600 Penn- 
sylvania avenue. 

While it is the history of American politics that 


‘the party in power, with notable exceptions such 


as 1934, loses ground in mid-term elections, most 
of the political prophets were unprepared for yes- 
terday’s large protest vote. Not until a very short 
time before election did the Democrats realize their 
mortal danger, and even many Republican politi- 
cians dared not hope for the victories they gained. 

The day’s balloting shows that the two-party sys- 
tem in the United States is vibrantly alive, even in 
time of war, and that is a fine and wholesome thing. 
The voters of the United States do not have the 
“Ja” complex. They vote as they please. The vot- 
ers seemed determined to show that the party in 
power has no mortgage upon patriotism; instead, 
the protest vote was aimed, in our view, at the 
mistakes and delays that have characterized the 
war effort. 

While the Roosevelt administration, in the past 
six weeks or two months, has moved rapidly to 
repair these mistakes—in the reorganization of 
WPB, a frontal attack on the rubber problem, na- 
tion-wide gas rationing, control of wages and farm 
prices, the drafting of 18- and 19-year-olds and 
so on—the moves were too belated to make up for 
the months of procrastination and inaction. The 
people want to get on with the war, and yesterday's 
results mean that they afe prodding the leaders 
by furnishing the national House with a stronger 
opposition. : 

If the Axis propagandists affect to get comfort 
out of the protest vote, they have a very dim under- 
standing of what makes an American tick. If they 
construe it as a protest vote against the war itself, 
they have some bitter: lessons to learn. They will 
learn that the people, in various respects, are far 
ahead of their Government; they want more planes, 
more tanks, more guns, more action, more victories, 
a more aggressive and a more intelligent conduct 
of the war. Moreover, they will get all these things, 
since the Republican victories will serve to stimu- 
late the war leaders by subjecting their acts to the 
healthy lash of examination and criticism. 


The Governorship Steal 

The attempt by the Democratic party of Missouri 
to steal the governorship last year was remem- 
bered by the voters, - Mahy of its plotters did not 
dare to file for re-election. Those who did were 
either ignominiously defeated or were given the 
race of their lives in most districts. In St. Louis, 
two of the three Democratic State Senators who 
voted for the steal—Watson and Dyer—were de- 
feated. Webbe, who represents the rotten borough 
downtown senatorial district, got through. 

The entire membership of the State House of 
Representatives went on: the ballot in a silent refer- 
endum on the governorship steal. When the polls 
had closed, the Democratic majority was gone. The 
Republicans were in control of the lower branch of 
the Missouri government for the first time since 1928. 


Hic Jacet | 

Cole County, seat of the State government and 
scene of the dramatic episodes in the steal, provided 
a clear-cut test of the fitness of one of the chief 
plotters to sit again in the Legislature. The result 
was a resounding defeat of that plotter, H. P. Lauf, 
at the hands—ironically enough—of the young Re- 
‘publican nominee who had represented Gov. Don- 
nell as counsel in the legal battle in the Legislature 
and before the courts. 

Lauf’s defeat is the best single result in the entire 
State. Shrewd, keen, deliberate, he was the most 
able member of the self-serving wrecking crew 
which has done to death so much of the progressive 
legislation in Missouri in recent years. He allied 
himself against virtually everything the people were 
for—even going so far as to father the scheme to 
repeal the non-partisan court plan before it had 
been tried. Lauf js out and Missouri is the gainer. 
It is also the gainer from the defeat of L. N. Searcy, 
who was, like Lauf, an enemy of progressive legisla- 
tion and Senate leader in the governorship steal, ~ 


More Echoes of the Steal 


While the governorship steal was not the only 
factor in the congressional races over Missouri, it 
necessarily played a large part in the far-reaching 
overturn. Congressman Milton A, Romjue of Macon, 
who was in the official delegation which welcomed 
‘Woodrow Wilson home from Europe after the last 
war, must yield his seat after al] these years to a 
little-known Republican. Democrats Richard M. 
Duncan of St. Joseph and Clyde Williams of Hills- 
boro have lost, and final returns even show that 
Democratic John B. Sullivan of St. Louis has been 
defeated. 

All these Democrats, be it remembered, failed fo 
take a public stand against the governorship steal. 
Their defeats stand, therefore, in all. the sharper 
contrast with the fine re-election victory of Con- 
gressman John J. Cochran of St. Louis, who was 
the first Democrat in the State to declare himself 
in favor of seating Gov. Donnell, Still in a hospital 
in Washington after an operation, Mr. Cochran 
was unable to come back to hid district even for 
the last days of the campaign. His majority, seen 
in terms of the trend. throughout the State, is a 
great personal triumph, richly deserved.

partisan hands. The heavy vote against this brazen 
proposal showed what the citizens thought of the-at- 
tempt to undo the reform they had overwhelmingly 
approved only two years before, and which had not 
yet received a fair trial, : 


A Discriminating Vote 

The only Democrat who survived the Republi- 
can tide that engulfed local offices was H. Sam 
Priest, Clerk of the Circuit Court. . His re-election 
shows that St. Louisans did not vote on a purely 
partisan basis, for it required a considerable num- 
ber of discriminatingly split ballots to give Priest 
his sizable majority. The people thus indorsed the 
Circuit Clerk’s efficient conduct of his office and 
his fine record of leadership in public affairs. That 
this indorsement came in a predominantly Repub- 
lican year makes it all the more impressive. 


Bar Poll Takes Another Beating 


The first balloting on St. Louis Circuit Judges 
under the non-partisan court plan took place yes- 
terday. It had a significant result, which can be 
summed up in a few words: The voters showed 
better discrimination than the Bar Association. 

All the seven Judges whose names were on the 
ballot for approval or disapproval won a majority 
of Yes votes. Five of them had been indorsed by 
the Bar Association poll, while two, Scott and Ward, 
failed to win indorsement. Despite his unsatisfac- 
tory record, Judge Flynn got the bar’s indorse- 
ment, The public did not swallow this recommenda- 
tion uncritically; instead, it gave Flynn a’ larger 
number of No votes than any other Judge on the 
ballot. Both Scott and Ward, though not indorsed 
by the bar, won many more Yes votes than Flynn. 

This was informed voting. It stands as a testi- 
monial to the non-partisan court plan, as a re- 
minder to Bar Association members and a warning 
to Judge Flynn. 


Tipton and Leedy—and Gantt 


Also for the first time, State Supreme Court 
Judges were passed upon by the public under the 
provisions of the non-partisan court plan. The vot- 
ers were asked whether Judges Tipton and Leedy 
should be retained in office, and both were ap- 
proved, but each received a substantial number of 
adverse votes. 

Althotgh there was no organized opposition, part 
of these No ballots undoubtedly came from Repub- 
licans, on a purely political basis. Yet there can 
be no doubt that many voters must have remem- 
bered the votes of Judges Tipton and Leedy against 
Judges Gantt and Hays in the significant Central 
Missouri Trust Co. case, involving the impounded 
fire insurance funds, and must have remembered, 
also, the sharp criticisms Judge Gantt, in his cele- 
brated “suppressed” opinion, made of them. 


Mr. Neaf’s Defeat 


Failure of Martin L. Neaf, Democratic candidate 
for the national House in the South St. Louis and 
county district, to defeat Congressman Walter C. 
Ploeser, is unfortunate. Mr. Neaf was entitled to 
win on his record. The odds were against him from 
the primary on, and it is to his credit that he cam- 
paigned vigorously to the end and gave the district 
a real alternative at the polls. What beat Mr, Neaf 
was the upsurge against the Democratic ticket gen- 
erally. It is no discredit at all to him to-have lost 
in an election which saw the Republican member- 
ship. in’ the national House delegation grow from 
three to a probable majority. 


The Grand Old Roman 


Everywhere in the country there is regret at the 
defeat of Senator George W. Norris, the grand old 
} Roman of Nebraska, who for 40 years has been a 
people’s-tribune in Washington. It is not too much 
to say that his removal takes the member of Cop- 
gress who stands highest in the -national esteem. 
Norris of Nebraska always could be counted on. 
“Integrity” was the title which his biographers un- 
derstandingly gave to their chronicle of his career. 

Had Senator Norris stayed in the Republican 
party, he undoubtedly would have been re-elected 
to his sixth term. But he chose to break with it 
completely in 1936 and yesterday he ran as an Indé- 
pendent against regular Republican and Democratic 
opponents. His name had to be written in. The 
Nebraska vote was not so much a vote against “the 
conscience of Congress” as it was tfor the two-party 
system. George Norris need have no regrets. He 
has served his State and his country well, What 
he thinks and says will be matters of profound pub- 
lic interest so long as he lives.

ILL you allow an Englishman, who 
W is also a member of the British Labor 

party, to say how extremely puzzling 
he finds the letter from Harold Laski 
which appeared in your columns recently? 
Among other propositions, Mr. Laski lays 
down these: 

The British reverses in hibya and else- 
where are due to the fact that Britain 
is not a Socialist state; that those reverses 
constitute an epitaph upon capitalist de- 
mocracy, which is incompatible with the 
Four Freedoms; that until the British 
people are offered Socialism, a “revolution- 
ary idea,” and the ending of “traditional 
Britain” they will not put forth their 
maximum effort; that the Churchill Gov- 
ernment has given little evidence of a 
readiness to take the risks of great ex- 
periments in social organization; that 
though the “fullest co-operation between 
the Right and the Left is necessary if 
we are to survive the threat of Hitlerism,” 
that co-operation must not be “terms ap- 
proved by the Right” because, though it 
might insure military victory, it would 
leave unsolved the problems which made it 
necessary to go to war; that the prospects 
of social reform held out in this war were 
made in the last and have been left un- 
realized, 

* * * 

These propositions suggest a few ques- 
tions: 

If the much proclaimed military incom- 
petence of Britain in Libya and,the Far 
East is due to Britain’s lack of Socialism, 
what is the undoubted military competence 
of Germany and Japan due to? Has it 
been produced by Socialism? : 

Have the British reverses been completely 
unrelated to the fact that a smal) island 
off the Northwest coast of Europe had for 
so long to stand alone, save for the help 
of the dominions, against an enemy able to 
draw upon the resources and use the strate- 
gic advantages of nearly the whole of the 
European Continent, sending out his sub- 
marines into all the seas, so that British 
lines had to be extended from Iceland to 
the Antipodes, from the North Sea to the 
Orient? And had to do this while ports 
and factories were under bombardment, 
while taking the precautions to see that 
invasion could not succeed? 

If Britain is not “Socialist,” she is prob- 
ably today the most socialized state in the 
world, under a form of voluntary socializa- 
tion that has given results in per capita 
production of war material Which none of 
the other belligerents, Allied or Axis, has 
equaled; and with a degree of willing fi- 
nancial sacrifice on the part of property 
unequaled anywhere else in the world. 

It is highly questionable, judging from, 
the experience of other states, whether more 
“revolutionary” methods, or a Government 


drawn from the more extreme Left, would 


have achieved greater results or achieved a 
closer national unity than that arrived at 
under Churchill—a unity which not only 
enabled Britain to stand up in 1940-41 and 
to refuse to surrender, but enabled her to 
refuse all the offers, via Hess or others, to 
keep her empire in return for agreeing to 
the German conquest of Russia, 

France, with a much stronger revolution- 
ary tradition, did not seem to have had a 
unity sufficient to prevent her people fall- 
ing under the power of a Vichy regime. 

Where would Britain have found ade- 
quate leadership to the Left of the Labor 
party, which has now a large share in the 
Government? Much Left of the Labor party 
would bring us about to the Communists, 
who for nearly two years were opposed to 
fighting Hitler at all once he had made a 
deal with Russia. 

If a dozen states in Europe have fallen 
under Hitler, it is not because they refused 
.to become Socialist (in some of them, as 
in Scandinavia, socialization had gone very 
far), but because they refused to combine 
in resistance to him, refused all- forms 
of collective defense. 

It is in this field of international poli- 
tics, more than in the field of social organi- 
zation, where change may have been slow 
but was unquestionably taking place, that 
some revolutionary idea was needed to 
break down the innate conservatism of the 
nationalist outlook. 

And it is here that Churchill has revealed 
himself as bold and radical] to an extreme 
degree; witness his offer to France to con- 
clude a Solemn Act of Union, making the 
two countries one, 

. » . 

To imply, as Mr. Laski does, that no social 
progress has been made in Britain since 
the last war is a strange reading of the 
history of the 20 years in which Britain 
has developed the most elaborate social se- 
curity system in the world, in which the 
Government of the country has twice been 
entrusted to organized labor (acting through 
its political instrument, the Labor party) 
and where equalization of income through 
income tax and death duties has been 
pushed to a degree unknown elsewhere. 

~May I remind your readers of the wise 
and significant observation, made the other 
day by Justice Frankfurter of the United 
States Supreme Court? Calling attention 
to the fact that in al] of Britain last year 
theré were only 80 persons to whom the 
tax gatherer left an income of £5000, he 
added: 

“This is a fact of revolutionary implica- 
tions, far-reaching changes peacefully ac- 
complished, but none the less revolutionary 
in their social consequences. They are 
consequences that make our traditional, 
old-school-tie, Tory-ridden, classbound, an- 

ocratic picture of England an obsolete 


caricature.”

ROMAN MARBLE, TWO CHINESE 
PIECES SOLD TO ART MUSEUM 


The City Art Museum has pur- 


new pieces, a Chinese tomb figure 
of a Bactrian camel, a Chinese 


pottery jar, both produced during 
the T’ang Dynasty (618-907 A. D.), 
and a Roman marble relief of ap- 
proximately the first century, A. D. 

Both Chinese pieces were pur- 
chased from the William H. Bixby 
Oriental Art Fund. The price was 
not announced, in accordance with 
the Museum Board’s policy of not 
making public the amount paid for 
pieces obtained from trust funds, 
but the payment was described as 
“modest.” The camel is a sculp- 
ture of unusual spirit and vigor 
and is one of the largest of its 
kind, measuring 34 incres high. 

The Roman marble relief, or 
mural panel, is the work of an 
unknown sculptor and shows a 
| group of cows grazing in the fore- 
ground, while in the. background 
is a hillside, on which are seated 
the herdsman and his dog. The 
relief is similar to a famous one 
in the Glyptothek in Munich. It 
was owned formerly by a German 
sculptor, who went to England in 
1937 to escape Nazi oppression. 
The Museum acquired the piece 
for $800 from Spink & Son, Ltd., 
London,

The ‘grandmother then escorted 
her home in person in order to 
ask her stepmother not to punish 
her, since the child was simply 
hungry for affection. The step- 
mother promised, but the grand- 
mother was hardly out of the 
house before Mary was being 
beaten soundly. She told me her 
new mamma had taken a heavy 
wooden spoon and broken it 
across her back. The child must 
have been correct, for I saw the 
black and blue stripes on Monday, 
She was crying and afraid to go 
home that afternoon, so I asked her what was wrong, and 
she then told ‘me her story. ’ 
) 
“MARY IS NOT a bad child, however, so I cannot under- 
stand why her stepmother should be so violent in punish- 
ing her. I investigated the matter indirectly by talking to 
the woman who lives in the apartment beneath them, She 
said that she heard Mary screaming so loudly a couple of weeks 
ago, that she rushed upstairs to find out what was wrong. 
The kitchen door was locked, but she saw the stepmother 
kicking Mary, who was lying on the kitchen floor, Mary 
later reported that she had been beaten by the woman’s fists 
until she fell to the floor. The neighbor woman pounded on 
the door and threatened to call the police if Mary's step- 
mother didn’t stop her cruelty. Dr. Crane, how can women 
be so cruel and inhumane in these modern times?” 
* 
JEALOUSY IS often the cause of such cruelty to children. 
A second wife may become a victim of the green-eyed mon- 
ster, She grows to hate the memory of her dead rival. So 
she even projects her dislike upon the child of that indi- 
vidual. This was especially true in the case of Mary, who 
strongly resembled her dead mother. Mary’s father unfor- 
tunately was inclined to point out the virtues of his dead 


wife in scolding his present helpmate. This ultimately in- 


furiated the new stepmother and caused her to look with 
disfavor upon everything that Mary did. 

It may seem a far-fetched diagnosis to say that much 
of this type of step-parent cruelty is based on sexual mal- 
adjustment, but a surprising amount of it will disappear 
when the adults learn the proper technique of marriage. By 
straightening out the discord between Mary’s father and her 
stepmother, I eliminated the basic cause of the latter’s cruelty.

“Pumpkin Pie for Thanksgiving — 


AFTER THE PUMPKIN IS COOKED, RUB THE PULP THROUGH A SIEVE. 


With Thanksgiving day rapidly 
approaching, it is high time to 
practice your wartime pumpkin 
pie technique, which involves get- 
ting pumpkin out of pumpkins and 
not out of cans. A mature five- 
pound pumpkin yields just about 
the same amount of pumpkin as a 
No, 2 can—that is, two and one- 
half cups. 


To prepare the pumpkin, wash 
it well and cut it into halves ver- 
tically. Scoop out seeds and fibers, 
rub the cut surfaces with butter, 
then place the two cut halves cut 
side down on a baking sheet, 

Bake in a moderately hot oven 
(400 F.) until tender when pierced 
right through the skin with a 
sharp fork. This takes about 45 
minutes to an hour for a small 


pumpkin, longer for larger, thick- 
er pumpkins. Then scoop out the 
flesh and press it through a pota- 
to ricer or rub through a sieve. 

If the juice is pressed out first 
and kept separate from the pulp, 
it. may be evaporated to almost 
nothing before mixing with the

There 
are plenty of dried red kidney 
beans to be had, and the cooking 
process is very simple. Just wash 
them well and put them to cook 
in fresh cold water, cover tightly 
and simmer until they are soft, 
about two hours, adding salt when 
half done. From here on they 
may be treated just like canned 
kidney beans. If you have not 
been in the habit of serving kid- 
ney beans, now is a good time 
start, for they are a good 
source of protein; and here is a 
recipe as good as it is different: 
Kidney Bean and Cheese Patties. 

Two cups unseasoned cooked 
red kidney beans, one-half cup 
grated sharp cheese, one teaspoon 
seasoning salt, two teaspoons 
pickle relish, two teaspoons sherry 
or one teaspoon onion juice, three- 
fourths cup fine dry breadcrumbs, 
one egg, beaten, three tablespoons 
lard or other shortening. 

Put drained beans into a mixing 
bowl and mash well with a pota- 
to masher. Add cheese, seasoning 
salt, pickle relish, and sherry or 
onion juice as desired. Shape 
into five patties about three and 
one-half inches in diameter, dip 
into crumbs, then in beaten egg 
and again in crumbs. Brown on 
both sides in a skillet containing 
hot fat. Serve immediately. Four 
servings.

As musical director of radio sta- 
tion KSD, Russ has 10 radio pro- 
grams a week, and in addition, di-

tail soirees; army camps, USO ral- 
lies and other assorted shindigs; 
for a degree at the St. 
Louis Institute of Music; takes 
Chaucer at Washington University, 
and tries to spend time enough at 
home to at least keep the two Da- 
vid children from calling im Mr. 
instead of pop, thinking he’s just 
some stranger dropped in to fix 
the plumbing. 

“I've been hitting this hectic 
pace since I was 14,” he said. “Why, 
when I was just a kid in grade. 
school I used to get jobs on river 
boats, playing the piano with or- 
chestras. I'd take my school 
books along, but or course when I 
got back I’d be way behind the 
class and then have to béat my 
brains out trying to catch up.” 

Russ, now 28 years old, really start- 
ed pounding the piano at the tender 
age of eight in a jazz style so bad 
that his parents, convinced he was 
anything but a prodigy, refused to 
fork over the cash for piano les- 
sons. But Russ kept on plunking 
the ivories and around the age of 
14 started shipping on river boats 
headed for New Orleans.

I can play the new boogie-woogie, 
it makes me laugh. Why those 
Negro musicians were playing it 
15 years ago. Before that, too, 
only that’s when I made its ac- 
quaintance.” 

Now that Russ has made a repu- 
tation -as a pianistic hypnotist, he 
hands a lot of credit to his school 
teachers who realized that he 
wanted music more than anything 
else and so let him escape from 
the routine of lessons for three and 
four weeks at a time. 


“By the time I got to Webster

chestra,” Russ said. “And my first 
orchestra was really a neat piece 
of politics.

From KMOX, Russ went with 
Art Jarrett’s orchestra, spent one 
season on a stormy and none too 
successful tour, worked as an ar- 
ranger for Isham Jones and for 
NBC in New York, and in 1936 
came back to St. Louis, organized 
his own band, and played six 
weeks at the Ambassador Theater. 
It was in that year that he was 
hired as musical director of KSD. 


“It's a funny thing about ar- 
rangers,” Russ said. “You finally 
get so you can’t stand anybody 
leading your arrangements, so you 
become a conductor yourself. It’s 
not that the other fellow isn’t do- 
ing a good jeb of it, but nobody 
else ever seems to do it the way 
you hear it in your own mind.

Russ is now the guiding light and 
conductor of the St. Louis Sere- 
nade, half-hour sustaining program 
for the National Broadcasting Co., 
which originates in the KSD stu- 
dios and is heard in St. Louis at 
11 o’clock Tuesday nights. He is 
also conductor of the orchestra for 
the Tic-Toc Time program heard 
on KSD at 9:30 p. m. on Monday, 
and for the Julie O'Neill & Co. 
show on KSD at 6:30 p. m. on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days. . 

Although the St. Louis Serenade 
program is a one-man job in itself, 
it’s strictly a breeze to Russ. In 
the old days, when radio was in 
its infancy he thought nothing of 
doing 17 chain programs a week. 

“IT have a sort of soft spot in my 
heart for the old Teletunes Re- 
quest program which began back 
in 1936,” he said. “And St. Louis- 
ans were nice about my old Twi- 
light Serenade program. That was 
my own brain child. I had a swing 
harp, a swing cello, a swing flute 
and swing fiddles doing my own 


special arrangements of such com-. 


posers as Debussy, Ravel and 
Grofe.: It was symphony music 
played in light swing.” 

Six feet tall, Russ has “night- 
club blue” eyes, brown hair, a 
nervous temperament and a ten- 
dency toward hay fever in season. 
He plays a terrific game of poker, 
an even more terrific piano and 
knows his trombone, fiddle and 
banjo, He occasionally plays golf, 


but says that “as a golfer, I’m still 


a fine caddy.” He describes his 
popular style of playing as “the 
type that leans heavily on the 
melody.” He attends the music 
institute, he says, in an effort to 
“learn chronologically and logic- 
ally, what I already know from ex 
perience.” 

“And,” he laughs, “in my spare 
time, I dream up terrific ideas for 
radio that are never bought by 
sponsors, and, given more than 
one drink, love to exercise my sort 
of medium harmony tenor. But 
someday I'll get around to that 
symphonic suite. I have no as- 
pirations toward being a popular 
song - writer.” 

Perhaps the busiest pianist in 
town, Russ expects someday to 
meet himself coming or going 
from his home in Webster Groves. 

“If.” he says, “the guy has a lot 
of school books, old manuscripts, 
memos on KSD stationery and @ 
couple of toys for some kids under 
his arm, I'll know it’s me.”

HOW IS LATIN 
PRONOUNCED? 

Recently I reported here that the 
pronunciation of the Latin’ phrase 
“semper paratus” (“always ready,” 
he motto of the Coast Guard) is: 
SEM-per pa-RAY-tuss. 

The following letter is typical of 
several that have reached me from 
various parts of the country: “On 
no account is ‘a’ pronounced ‘ay’ 
in Latin. It is always ‘ah’ as in 
father. You should correct at once 
your ridiculous pronunciation ‘pa- 
RAY-tuss’.” 

Of course, no one knows exactly 


‘how Latin should be pronounced, 


nor how it wag pronounced by the 
Romans themselves. All that we 
can say with any certainty is that 
today there are three accpted meth- 
ods of pronouncing Latin: (1) the 
so-called continental method, (2) 
the so-called Roman method, and 
(3) the English method, in which 


vowels and consonants have the 
English values. 

Webster's New International 
states that the English method is 
used in the United Sta ve wie 
almost exclusively in the pronun- 
ciation of Latin scientific words in 
English context, for Latin and 
Greek proper names, for Latin le- 
gal phrases, and for familiar phra- 
ses jons from Latin.” 

“Pa-RAY-tuss” (English meth- 
od) is the only choice of Webster’s, 
the Macmillan Modern Dictionary, 


_Cassell’s Latin Dictionary, etc., and 


the English method is preferred by 
practically all other dictionaries, 
including the English Oxford. | 

Please let me emphasize again 
that I do not “make up” the pro- 
nunciations shown in this column. 
Barring typographical _ errors, 
which are beyond my control, my 
recommendations always report the 
preponderance of accepted diction- 
ary opinion.

The hazard of burns in the home 
naturally increases in the fall and 
winter. 

Prevention is the primary re 

‘sponsibility of the public in order 
to improve this national record. , 

The secondary responsibility is 
to learn first aid treatment of 
burns. It has seemed to me, read- 
ing the reports on new advances 
in medicine in the daily papers 
and weekly magazines, that there 
have been an abnormal number of 
announcements the past few years 
of a new,. perfected, final treat- 
ment for burns which casts all 
other forms of treatment into the 
ash can. -In reading a review by a 
surgeon of enormous experience 
in a medical journal, I am im- 
pressed with the point that he does 
not rely on any one treatment and, 
in fact, is very skeptical of the 
new treatments.

THE FIRST THINGS the ama- 
teur, modern First Aider thinks of 
in treating an emergency burn are 
sulfa powder, tannic acid or grease 
of some kind. But to the contrary, 
this first aid advice says: 

“Do not apply tannic acid or 
jelly or strong tea to a burn until 
after the burn has been properly 
cleaned by a doctor. 

“Do not apply grease in any 
form.” 

The foremost and primary rule 


in the first aid treatment of severe 


burns is; 

“Treat all burned patients for 
shock.” 

Even doctors don’t know that 
one. [I heard of two internes 
puzzled by what to do for a badly 
burned patient brought to a hos- 
pital, when another came along 
and said, “I’d give him some mor- 
phine.” This was a gurprise to 
the others. 

Further first aid advice: 

For extensive burns cover the 
patient with both clean sheet and 
blankets; send the victim to a 
hospital immediately. 

Keep the patient warm. Give 
hot tea or coffee by mouth.
